REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Under the Statewide Library Plan, the town received $100.00 in reference books 
selected by the librarian. The necessary adjustments for qualification in this program by 
1972 are being accomplished as quickly as possible. The only difficult requirement will be 
to have the library open a minimum of 8 hours per week by 1972. The Trustees will wel- 
come any suggestions from townspeople on how to accomplish this at a minimum of 
expense. 


Upon the resignation of Mrs. Ruth Tilson as Librarian, the Trustees have appointed 
Mrs. Arlene Russell with Mrs. Elaine Stevens continuing to serve as Assistant when needed. 


The proposed budget for 1968 shows some interesting changes. With the repairs 
made to the boiler, the fuel bill dropped over $150.00 in the year. With the installation of 
fluorescent lights in the stacks, the electricity bill dropped approximately $25.00. When 
the electrical work was done it was found necessary to replace the main supply cable to 
the building. The money requested for fencing was used for this purpose and therefore 
appears again in the 1968 budget. 


The state recommendation is a minimum salary of $1.50 an hour for librarians. 
This rate has been used in computing this year’s figure. 


The building continues to be used for meetings in the Historical room and for rec- 
reation in the gymnasium. In accordance with the recently passed ““Right to Know” bill, 
the Trustees will meet on the first Saturday of January, April, July and October. Meeting 
time and any changes will be posted on the Library bulletin board.

There are two teachers at the Wentworth Elementary School for the school year 
1967-1968. Miss Pamela Carey, a 1962 graduate of Mitchell College in New London, 
Connecticut and a 1966 graduate of Plymouth State College, is teacher for the first, 
second and third grades. Miss Carey comes to Wentworth from Bethlehem, New Hamp- 
shire where she had taught for one and a half years. Mrs. Patricia Story was retained as 
teacher for the fourth, fifth and sixth grades. Mrs. Dorothy Jesseman is again serving as 
Teachers’ Aide on a three-day-per-week basis. The total school enrollment now stands at 
forty-two. 


The school lunch program remains under the very able direction of Mrs. Beatrice 
Hutchins. The many pupils who participate in this program may purchase a complete 
meal with milk for only fifteen cents. 


Again this year use is being made of Channel 11, the educational station in Durham 
for lessons in phonics, science, French and social studies. 


The annual Christmas program was held on December twenty-first at the Went- 
worth Town Hall. Grades one through three entertained the townspeople with skits, plays 
and carols. Grades four through six presented an original play written expressly for the 
program.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The nurse visited the school once a week and inspected the students for signs of ill- 
ness, also hair and scalp inspections were done. Each student was weighed and measured. 


A hearing test was done on all pupils and notices sent home on any who failed the 
test, advising parents to check with the family physician. Parents were also notified if any 
child failed the screening test done on each and advised to check with the family eye 
doctor. 


First aid supplies were purchased and first aid was given if necessary during school 
visitations. 


Teeth inspections were held and arrangements made for the Dental Clinic in Woods- 
ville. The Immunization Clinic was held at the school for vaccinations, Tetanus and Dip- 


theria Booster immunizations, Measles and Oral Polio immunizations. 


Home visits were made for parent consultations, and arrangements made regarding 
sight conservation, Guidance Clinic etc. 


The State Dental Hygienist gave a talk and showed film strips on dental care. 
The Nurse met with Social Workers, Dentist, State Nurse and Mental Hygiene 
Social Workers in behalf of the children. She attended three school workshop meetings 
in Plaistow, two meetings in Concord and the School Nurses’ Section of the State Teach- 


ers’ Convention in Manchester.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


School started this year with two teachers in the Wentworth Elementary School. 
Funds for a third one had been budgeted but when a qualified person could not be found 
to replace Mr. Dore, grades seven and eight were tuitioned to the Plymouth and Rumney 
School Districts. I realize it imposes a hardship in some cases but teaching is more effec- 
tive where specialists can be provided to cover their major areas. Mrs. Belyea’s retirement 
created a vacancy in the lower grades which was filled by Miss Pamela Carey, a graduate 
of Plymouth State College, who had been teaching in Bethlehem, New Hampshire, and 
Mrs. Story returned to teach the middle grades. It is my observation from the experience 
we have had this year, it is very difficult for the modern elementary teacher to operate in 
a multiple-grade situation and I hope this can be rectified soon. 


Once again we are using the facilities of educational T.V. channel t1 for beginning 
French and other subjects. Some question was recently raised concerning the fact that 
they were doing no writing but this is not the purpose of the lessons. They are used en- 
tirely to become acquainted with and be able to use the spoken word. Educational tele- 
vision has proven its value and we are fortunate to be in the viewing area. This media will 
never replace the teacher but it is a valuable adjunct to her work. 


We are making good use of our Title I funds under Public Law 89-10. It has proven 
very beneficial to have Mrs. Jesseman come in on a regular basis. Last year some of the 
funds were used for a part-time music teacher but the budget for this year did not allow 
for this service. We have an excellent hot lunch program. The special reimbursement has 
proven to be a good thing. Practically all of the children take the lunch and because of 
the new program, we are able to operate for almost all the school year. 


You are aware of the fact, I am sure, that three towns have voted to form an Au- 
thorized Regional Enrollment Area high school with Plymouth. By the time this report is 
circulated, Wentworth will have voted whether or not they will participate. Whatever the 
outcome, we must continue to plan and provide the best education possible for both 
elementary and secondary pupils.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, requires that the school district annual report show the total amount paid to the 
superintendent of schools as per the following quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent 
of a supervisory union shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the super- 
intendent showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local school district, 
and their share of same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school 
district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the respective school district 
as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant superinten- 
dent, teacher consultant, and business administrator, if any is in service in the union.” 


One half of the supervisory union expenses is pro-rated among the several school 
districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One half is pro-rated on the basis 
of average daily membership in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of eleven thousand dollars ($11,000.) which was received by the Superinten- 
dent of Schools of Supervisory Union # 48 during the 1966-67 school year was made up 
as follows: $5000. paid by the State of New Hampshire and $6000. pro-rated among the 
several school districts which comprise the union. Allowances of $1300. for travel within 
the union was also pro-rated as stated above.
